;*t wildlife — because coots aren't

But Sunday I had a dif.'crent ex-

Time and again 
our boat was within 100 yards of 
great masses of ducks floating on 
the water. If we swung wide enough 
they held their position. Either they 
Anew the season was closed, or 
"hat it's against the law to shoot 


from a boat, or that we weren't 
a shooting party anyway — or, 
and this is the true answer, they

Cherry Certain 


Tax Plan to Be 
Placed on Ballot 


LITTLE ROCK UP) — Gov. Fran- 


cis Cherry said today that he was 
almost certain his proposed tax re 
vision plan would be placed on the 
next general election ballot by the 
Legislature. 


"I know the members of this leg 


islaturo are aware of the impor 
tance of tax revision to the .state 
of Arkansas, and they realize that 
it is their duly to give Ihc people 
a chcnco lo vote on it."

market value and limits the mi! 
lagc that can bi> collected on the 
assessments to 5 mills

cities, 8 mills by the counties and 
12 mills by the school districts. 


Cherry 
said:

opposition to the plan," he said. 
"We know that the people who are 
not paying their fair share of taxes 
are going to fight it, and probably 
already are. 


"Any pressure group that comes 


down here and simply

don't want to give the people a 
chance to vote on something ore 
going to be looked into." 


Cherry also said that he wanted 


to make certain that the voters un- 
derstood that a bill passed by 
the House setting up procedures for 
the Highway Commission' to 
get 


roads-rights-of-way was a compro- 
mise on his original proposal. The 
original Administration 
measure 


had provided that the stale and 
counties each 
pay 
half 
of 
tho 


rights-of-way costs on both prmiary 
and secondary roads. The bill was 
amended to provide that the slate 
pay all of the costs on primary 
roads and the counties and slate 
each pay half on secondary roads. 


Last week, the Senate defeated 


a companion measure to the House 
3HI without that amendment. It is 
1ue to be reconsidered today.
